Congressman Says 
80th Congress Will 
Strive To End Chaos

E verything will be right with 
the world w hen the Republican- 
dom inated 
80th 
Congress con­ 
venes. 
This was, in essence, the speech 
by newly re-elected Congressman 
John Phillips of the 22nd district, 
before the Palm Springs Rotary 
C lub at th eir luncheon-m eeting 
at the D esert Inn W ednesday. 
Of course, Phillips stressed the 
fact that m em bers of th at Con­ 
gress w ere not going back to a 
bed of roses*in W ashington but 
one heavily 
laden w ith work, 
i and, despite m any of the Con­ 
gressm an’s facetious rem arks, the 
under-current of his talk was 
filled w ith the seriousness of the 
w ork that w ill confront the 80th 
Congress. 


AMONG the panceas the Re­ 
publicans 
w ill 
seek in curing 
som e of the country’s ills, Con­ 
gressm an Phillips said, an official 
cessation of hostilities w ill be 
voted by the 80th Congress in its 
session 
if 
President 
Trum an 
doesn’t b eat them to it. 
The 
greatest organizational upheaval 
is going to take place which will 
range from the replacem ent of 
some of th e page boys in both 
houses, to new com m ittee head 
appointm ents and the consolida­ 
tion of these com m ittees from 50 
to approxim ately 18. He also in­ 
cluded in this re-organizational 
picture the lopping off of 500,000 
to one m illion persons from fed­ 
eral payrolls. 
He said th a t the recent election 
w as not a Republican victory but 
a feeling on the part of A m eri­ 
cans that the w ar was over: "And 
th at the continued excessive cost 
of that w ar and excess baggage 
it is continuing to load the people 
w ith, should be brought to an 
end.” 


IT WAS at this point th at the 
C ongressm an said the 80th Con­ 
gress w ould declare the official 
end of W orld W ar II and it was 
his hope th a t this legal cessation 
of hostilities would be declared as 
of Novem ber 11 to coincide w ith 
the 
A rm istice 
Day 
of 
World 
W ar I. 
"If that takes place,” jocularly 
declared the representative, 
"I 
w ill not be asked to m ake two 
speeches b u t one on Novem ber 11, 
to cover both w ars.” 
Phillips w as quite serious when 
he declared that the indebtedness 
of the country now has reached 
dangerous proportions. 
"It has approached a point,” 
he opined, “w here even our rep ­ 
resentative type of governm ent is 
threatened.”

And it isn't the case today 
W hat is the form ula for perm a­ 
nent peace? The peoples of the 
w orld may well ask them selves 
that question since their leaders 
are unable to find the answ er. 
That the formula will be dis­ 
covered in the due course of tim e 
is th e prayer in the hearts of all 
hum an beings who know the b it­ 
ter cost of war. 
“In time of peace, prepare for 
w ar," has been the them e song 
of nations since 1496 B.C. W hen 
the title is changed to read "In 
time of peace—keep the peace," 
and w hen peace-abiding leaders 
are substituted for peace-preach­ 
ing leaders, then the world will 
find the form ula for perm anent 
harm ony am ong nations. 


A STUDY of Bloch's history of 
the past brings home the reali­ 
zation of the gigantic task which 
confronts us. 
Bloch records th at from the 
year 1496 B. C. to the year 1861 
Á.D.. there were bu t 227 years 
of peace. 
The 
tim e 
elapsing 
betw een 
these two dates is 3,357 years, 
years of w ar for each one of 
peace. 
Since 1861, or the past 85 years, 
there has been no year in which 
a w ar was not being waged in 
some part of the world. 
O nly 227 years of peace on all 
the earth at one and the sam e 
tim e, compared w ith 3205 years 
of w ar! 


IT EXCEEDS the im agination 
to contem plate the m ental, spir­ 
itual and physical advancem ent 
: possible for the hum an race had 
those 
three-thousand-odd 
years 
been spent in construction in­ 
stead of destruction. 
Am erican 
leadership 
is 
the 
potent factor most needed today 
to capture a lasting peace. F ree­ 
dom of religion, freedom of the 
press, freedom of speech, freedom 


The next session w ill convene 
Jan u ary 6, 1947, and the first 
source of legislation w ill come 
from the governor’s office.

THE CENTIPEDE 


Centipedes have long been re­ 
garded with fear by the laym an, 
and not w ithout some justifica­ 
tion, for the bite of a few species 
is poisonous to man. 
However, 
the m ajority of the world's many 
kinds of centipedes have venom 
which would affect you, if at all, 
no more than would the sting of 
a wasp or honey-bee. 
Some of 
the tropical forms are reputedly 
more dangerous, 
but 
they 
are 
rare and do not occur in the 
United States. Nor is there any 
authenticated 
record 
of 
any 
death caused by the bite of a 
centipede. 
The common nam e "centipede" 
is derived from two Latin words 
meaning "hundred-footed." in al­ 
lusion to the many pairs of w alk­ 
ing legs. In fact, your first im ­ 
pression when you glimpse one 
scooting 
across 
the 
floor 
or 
ground, is a flash of undulating, 
w rithing legs. This, coupled w ith 
the legend of the potency of its 
venom, combine to m ake the cen­ 
tipede 
a 
much 
maligned 
and 
dreaded desert denizen. This is 
unfortunate, in a way, since cen­ 
tipedes do a great deal of good, 
from our view point, in feeding 
upon obnoxious flies and other 
insect pests. 


ACTUALLY, a centipede does 
not have a full hundred legs, or 11 
even half that many. The num ­ 
ber of pairs does vary among the 
species, but our comm oner varie­ 
ties have from 38 to 42. O thers 
m ay have up to 175 pairs! These 
w alking 
legs 
are 
always 
a r­ 
ranged in two's, one to each body 
segment. 
The color of centipedes varies 
considerably from locality to lo­ 
cality. Some of our desert varie­ 
ties are light golden yellow to 
blend in with the sandy regions 
vdhere they live; 
while others 
are brownish w ith bright m etal­ 
lic blue bands. 
In more humid 
areas the centipedes are greenish, 
or very dark, alm ost black. 
Centipedes, like the scorpions 
and spiders and insects, belong to 
that great phylum of inverte­ 
brate anim als we call Arthropods, 
and to a special group of arth ro ­ 
pods called the Chilopoda (Greek 
for “lip-footed,” because the fore­ 
most pairs of legs have become 
greatly altered to form jaw s or 
"lips” ). 
At one tim e the centi­ 
pedes were thought to be very

short, form ing a sort of ''fringe” 
along each side of the body. The 
centipede has a flattened body; 
the m illepede, a rounded one. 


THE ELONGATE flat body of 
the centipede is made up of sepa­ 
rate 
segm ents 
called 
somites, 
w hich give it a jointed appear­ 
ance. 
Each of these somites is 
composed of a top plate (called 
Tergum i, a bottom or belly plate 
(called Sternum ), two side plates 
or m em branes, and one pair of 
w alking legs. These plates form 
the outside protective exo-skele­ 
ton of the creature. 
A nerve cord runs the entire 
length of the body, w ith slight 
enlargem ents or ganglia in each 
som ite to control that pair of 
limbs. The heart is also a long 
tubular organ, with branches to 
each segm ent. 
From th e mouth 
straig h t through to the anus is 
the digestive tract, a sim ple tube. 
There is no need for a stomach 
since the body-juices of its prey 
form the staple diet, as is also 
the case in the tarantula and 
scorpion. 
However, this is not 
true in the millepede, for it feeds 
only on plant m aterial. 
The head end of the centipede 
is rounded and heavily plated for 
further protection. A pair of long 
prom inent antennae extend from 
it, acting as sensory organs of 
feeling and 
probably 
smelling. 
They usually consist of some 26 
segments, tapering to thi cad-like 
dimensions. Most centipedes have 
eye-spots, 
arranged 
in 
small 
groups on each side of the head. 
These can distinguish night from 
day and perhaps mass movem ent, 
but certainly not detail or color. 


CENTIPEDES have four pairs 
of jaw s, of w hich the first are 
the m ain cutting and piercing 
tools, complete w ith saw -toothed 
edges. 
These are em ployed in 
breaking through the shell or 
skin of the prey to get at the 
body-juices. The second pair are 
alm ost leaf-like in form and aid 
m ainly in holding the prey, as do 
also the third pair, w hich are 
just m iniature legs. 
It is the 
fourth and last pair that are the 
notorious poison-jaws or fangs. 
These are each divided into six 
segm ents, the end one being hol­ 
low and needle-sharp, w ith a duct 
at the tip for em itting the venom. 
O rdinarily the poison is used only 
to paralyze struggling prey, and 
secondarily to protect the centi­ 
pede. It flows from the venom- 
glands at the base of the jaws, 
through the fangs, and into the 
victim , acting m uch like a very 
sm all hypoderm ic needle. 
At the tail-end of the centipede 
are tw o long alm ost feeler-like 
structures which are em ployed in 
reproduction. 
T hey are term ed 
gonopods, and are attached to a 
sm all anal plate that bears no 
the last somite, on the under side 
(in the m illepede they are near 
th e head). 
C entipedes 
breathe 
not 
by 
lungs, as we do, but by a series 
of 
tracheal 
tubes 
extending 
throughout the body, and open­ 
ing outw ard through holes or 
spiracles. There is a pair of these 
spiracles, one on each side, to 
w alking legs. The genital open­ 
ings are located on the n ex t to 
each somite. This breathing ar­ 
rangem ent is also found in the 
millepede. 


EACH W ALKING LEG. which 
has six separate joints, term inates 
in a pair of tiny claws. These 
claw s are often thought by the 
uninform ed to be equipped with 
poison glands, but it is only' the 
fourth pair of jaw s that are so 
specialized; 
none of the claws 
can poison you. This is a popular 
superstition, how, ever, and you 
will still read in novels or hear 
people tell you th a t a centipede 
has only to craw l across your 
arm , and that each claw w ill dig 
in and poison you, leaving a ver­ 
itable trail of venom marks w here 
it has been. 
Or you will hear 
th a t the claws are broken off and 
cause infection w herever they be­ 
come lodged. 
This last m ight 
rarely occur, for these foot-claws 
w ill break under pressure, and 
thev could thus cause a surface 
infection in the skin. However, 
this hypothetical case would be 
a rarity indeed, and centipedes 
could run over yo u r arm tim e 
and tim e again w ithout causing 
any such harm . T he only w ay a 


centipede can deliberately poison 
you is by biting. 
In habits the centipede, like so 
many of our desert dw ellers, is 
nocturnal, w andering about 
at 
night in search of prey. Its food 
consists of any large insects or 
other sm all creatures th at it hap­ 
pens to encounter, nor does it 
hesitate to attack anim als many 
times larger than itself. It is most 
pugnacious and dashes tow ard the 
foe or prey w ith fury and de­ 
term ination. even if the odds are 
all against it. 


THE FOSSIL HISTORY of cen­ 
tipedes tell us th at they are not. 
geologically speaking, a very old 
group. 
The earliest know n re­ 
mains of them w ere located in 
am ber (fossil resin) from France 
which is considered to be of Oli- 
gocene age, some fifty million 
years old. 
Enemies of the centipede in­ 
clude m any kinds of birds, the 
scorpion, the tarantula, and such 
carnivorous mam als as the little 
skunk. 
Its 
sole 
protection 
in 
these cases is flight, sw ift un­ 
yielding retreat. To pause is to be 
devoured. 
Centipedes commonly dig shal­ 
low burrow s under the rocks or 
dead wood they have chosen as 
their home. In digging, a centi­ 
pede will first loosen the soil 
w ith the front three pairs of legs 
(never w ere tile jaw s observed to 
aid in this), then hunch up like 
a m easuring-w orm , shoving the 
d irt back under the body, where 
each adjoining pair of legs come 
into action and kick it still far­ 
th er backw ard, until finally the 
d irt has been pushed the entire 
w ay back. At other times it will 
m ake a sm all load or ball of dirt 
under the fore part of its body, 
back clear out of the hole, and 
deposit the earth at some distance 
from the entrance. An Arizona 
desert species observed by the 


author constructed a U-shaped 
burrow about tw ice as long as its 
body. This burrow opened to the 
surface at both ends, but while 
the centipede w as occupying the 
tunnel, at the base of the U, the 
tail-end of the tunnel was usually 
plugged with loose dirt, leaving 
the head-end free for flight or 
attack. D uring the day. this cen­ 
tipede would lie dorm ant in this 
U-shaped passageway; 
then at 
night it would become active, 
emerge, and m ove restlessly about 
until daylight, w hen once more it 
would retire beneath the ground. 


ALTHOUGH 
it 
has 
been 
pointed out th at the bite of our 
local centipedes is not at all seri­ 
ous to m an, it m ight be well to 
list the sym ptom s of severe cases 
resulting from the venom of the 
tropical species, some of which 
attain a length of 18 inches! First 
there is some local pain, then 
severe headache, fever, vomiting, 
and in some cases, relapse into a 
coma. If bitten by our com para­ 
tively harm less varieties, merely 
apply dilute am m onia to the site 
of the bite, and if there should be 
pain, sedatives are indicated. 
If you come upon a centipede 
in your w alks about our deserts, 
or in overturning rocks and old 
rotting logs, or even in your gar­ 
den at home, d o n ’t be alarm ed. 
Instead, w atch it for a few; m o­ 
m ents as it moves about in its 
own peculiar fashion, its many 
legs undulating like rows of oars. 
M arvel at the rapidity and ease 
w ith w hich it moves over the 
ground. Don’t be in such a hurry 
to kill som ething that can do you 
no harm. You certainly don’t kill 
every honey-bee you see, or every 
red ant, and y et both of these 
insects can cause more pain and 
sw elling than any of our local 
centipedes.

THIS GROUP took part in the 
presentation of the St. John’s 
Passion at Bovard auditorium in 
the Spring of 1946, and also ap­ 
peared in the Easter sunrise serv­ 
ices at Forest Lawn Memorial 
park which were broadcast over 
a national hookup. In October, 
1946. a concert was presented 
with Maria Kurenko, noted Rus­ 
sian soprano, as guest soloist, 
and included music especially ar­ 
ranged for this performance by 
Alexei 
Grechaninov, 
who has 
manifested great interest in this 
organization. 
Dr. Charles C. Hirt came to the 
University of Southern Califor­ 
nia in 1942 and assumed director­ 
ship of the choral organizations 
on the campus. He is interested 


mainly in the field of sacred 
music, and soon aroused new 
enthusiasm along this line. 
He 
developed and became director of 
the 
sacred 
music 
department, 
enabling 
students 
to 
obtain 
bachelors’ 
or masters' degrees 
with a major in sacred music. He 
is considered an authority on the 
history of Russian music, and his 
dissertation on this subject earned 
for him the Doctor of Philosophy 
degree in 1946. This group is cur­ 
rently recording for Columbia 
masterworks.

Problem Becoming 


Acute at P.S.H.S. 


The transportation problem of 
the Palm Springs Union High 
School is becoming acute. There 
are now only two high school 
buses 
with 
approximately 
275 
pupils riding on them. The capaci­ 
ties of the buses are 61 and 49 
respectively. 
It 
is, 
therefore, 
necessary for the buses to make 
a total of eight trips daily. 
The driver of the large bus, 
G. C. Bell, reports that on each 
of his runs there is a capacity 
load. 
This is true also of the 
other bus. It is hoped that a new 
bus will be purchased by the be­ 
ginning of the next school year. 
Dr. E. E. Oertel, principal of 
the high school, has communi­ 
cated 
with 
the 
M ack-Interna­ 
tional Motor Truck corporation 
as to whether or not it is pos­ 
sible for the school to obtain a 
new bus to relieve the present 
problem. 
Mack-International is the cor- 
loration that made the two school 
ouses now in use. They reported 
that they could not furnish a bus 
due to the present strikes that 
have been holding up the corpo­ 
ration's production. 
At the present time there are 
no bus restrictions. The difficulty 
in obtaining a bus for the high 
school is caused by the bottle­ 
neck in production because of the 
common labor strikes that are 
frequently occurring throughout 
the country.
